The “lung’’ was a small portable oxygen tank that had come in handy for getting his second 
wind in action scenes filmed at 8000 feet in the Sierra Madre mountains for “5 Card Stud” a

The wind-burned actor described 
the motel where director Henry 
Hathaway billeted the Paramount 
location troupe as a lonely collec- 
tion of bungalows strung out in a 
semi-circle on the piedmont and 
said he had chosen the one on the 
far end. 

“What I wanted was privacy,’ 
explained the congenital loner, who 
eschews not only the conventional 
stellar entourage but even the bas- 
ic man Friday. “And what did I 
get? A freeze-out. Why didn’t some- 
body tell me the boiler was weak? 

“Everybody else was cold too, but 
not as cold as I was. And all I 
could get was one blanket. I put 
my overcoat on the bed and piled 
in with my socks on, and all night 
I’d_ shiver. 

“One night Hathaway came in 


and said, ‘Great Scott, it’s cold in 
here.’ I said, ‘Henry, that’s what 
I keep telling you,’ and showed him 
my pitcher of drinking water— 
frozen solid. So then he got after 
them about the boiler. But they 
couldn’t help the shower water. By 
the time it got to me it was frigid. 
And two days later we moved to 
Mexico City for the interiors.” 

Big Mitch shook his head and 
sighed. “And you know something? 
I can’t even save any money at 
this racket. I’m horse-poor.” 

How had he arrived at this sad 
state? He drew a long breath and 
told the story thoughtfully, as if 
putting it all together for his own 
amazement: 

“Well, let’s see now. A few years 
ago we bought that little farm in 
Maryland. All we wanted was a 
nice quiet little joint where we 
could go and rest. But my wife 
Dottie kept inviting guests, and 
they’d say, ‘Got anything to ride?’ 
We didn’t, so after a little prod- 
ding I went to Dale Robertson, fig- 
uring he was a man who knew 
about horses. 

“You know what he sent me? 
Two mares, a stallion, and a bill 
for $10,000. When I screamed, he 
said, ‘Good quarter horses don’t 
come cheap. But quit squawking. 
Just breed ’em a little and you'll 
make money.’ ” 

“So I get all the books and a 
couple of hands to help me and 
began to ‘breed ’em a little.’ I also 
began going to horse shows and 
buying a few more critters, be- 
cause, you know, a thing like breed- 
ing quarter horses can get into your 
blood—especially when you also 
race ’em a little, and I was doing 
that, too. 

“So pretty soon, what happened? 
The horses out-grew the farm, and 
anyway Dottie couldn’t stand the 
climate. It gets hot back there in 
the summer time. So while I was 
away somewhere, she sold the farm. 
and there I was with a herd of 
expensive quarter horses and no 
place to put ’em. That was when 
I bought the place in California. 
Seventy-six acres at Atascadero, 
where land isn’t as expensive as 
it is around Hollywood. But the 
land isn’t the half of it. 


‘When you’re in the quarter horse 
business, you’ve got to have facil- 
ities for entertaining the buyers— 
they expect it. So now I’m building 
a pleasure dome up there. Not that 
we’re going to live at Atascadero, 
you understand. Nobody’s going to 
live there but the horses and their 
staff. And you know something 
else? I’ve only seen the joint 
briefly twice.

Turned Horse Breeder 


Bob Mitchum on a horse is a deceptive image. If you want the 
truth, put it the other way around—a horse on him. The story 
comes out in two parts, the first while he’s changing his nants 
in one of the little green dressing rooms on Paramount’s 
Stage 6. Big Mitch is in “Five Card Stud,” opening .................... 
Rg 3 Meee Be theatre, a Western in which he and Dean 


Martin star in Durango, Mex. 


“First picture I ever did was a 
Western, Abe,” he says. “But just 
a little one. A Hopalong Cassidy. 
They sent me up to Lone Pine to 
play the heavy—me, a Connecticut 
Yankee that couldn’t even ride one 
of these things they use in West- 
erns. 


“The wrangler, he looks at me, 
points to a big, red four legged 
critter, and says ‘Take that one.’ 
So me and the horse look at each 
other, and he doesn’t like me any 
better than I like him. Right off, 
we just don’t cotton. I climb onto 
him, and zoom!—he throws me 
20 feet. I pick myself up and that 
wrangler’s laughing. ‘Haw! Haw! 
Stage actor, ain’tcha?’ That wran- 
gler’d given me a ringer. They told 
me later the thing was the mean- 
est beast on the ranch. 


“But I climbed on again, and 
when he started to buck I took my 
fist and banged him right on the 
head. I said, ‘You do that again 
and you get another.’ So that time 
I stayed on. I did eight Hopalongs 
in a row—eight. And by the time 
I was done with ’em, I was a real 
Western actor with all his tricks. 
And now I’m stuck with ’em. Last 
picture I did was a Western. ‘Villa 
Rides’—in Spain for Paramount. 
And now Hal Wallis is shipping 
me off to Mexico again.” 


He dons a black frock coat, takes 
a battered Bible in his hand, and 
goes out to the still-gallery setup 
on the stage. A photographer starts 
taking pictures of him while di- 
rector Henry Hathaway, smoking 
one of those long cigars of his, 
which nobody ever sees get any 
shorter, fusses with the costume. 


Mitch plays a gun-toting fron- 
tier preacher in ‘Five Card Stud,” 
with Martin as a gambler and 
Inger Stevens as the proprietor of 
a posh gold-rush barber shop. 


The test over, Mitch returns to 
the little green cubicle and comes 
out wearing white Levis and an 
open-neck white shirt. Hathaway 
takes the miraculous cigar out of 
his mouth and asks him, “What 
about this new ranch I hear you 
bought yourself up at Atascadero?” 

“T didn’t buy any ranch for MY- 
self. It’s not MY ranch. It’s theirs 
—the horses’. I breed ’em, you 
know.” Mitch shakes his head. 
“How did I ever get into that?” 

“How did you?” 

“Well, we had this little farm in 
Maryland. Just a place to go and 
rest up. And we’d have guests, you 
know. And the guests would ask, 
‘Got any horses to ride?’ And we 
didn’t. So I think, ‘Better get a 
few nags for the guests.’ So I go to 
Dale Robertson, thinking, ‘Now 
there’s a man who knows about 
horses.’ And he does. He _ sends 
me a gelding, a stallion, and two 
mares, one of ’em in foal from one 
of his stallions. And I get a bill 
for $10,000! 

“T yell, ‘Hey what is this?’ He 
says, ‘If you want horses, you want 
good ones, don’t you. Those are 
fine quarter horses I got you. Don’t 
worry about the price. Just breed 
’em a little and you’ll make a 
profit. 

“So I do. And the next thing I 
know, the horses have out-grown 
the farm. And it’s turned out my 
wife Dottie can’t take the climate 
anyhow. Too hot in the summers. 
So we sell the ranch, bring the 
horses out here and buy ’em this 
place at Atascadero. Now I’ve got 
21 horses and 76 acres. I’m hooked 
man. I’m working for the horses 
now. 

“An even if I didn’t like this 
picture, I’d still be going to Du- 
rango. That ranch at Atascadero 
—it’s like having 40 daughters at 
Vassar.”

Kilroy’s mark is nowhere to be found on this dusty upland 
heath where the bite of the scorpion kills and Pancho Villa 
was born. But Duncan Hines was here. His seal of approval is 
on the wagon-train-like circle of modern hogans with car 
ports where a movie troupe is billeted. And thereby hangs a 
bone the director would like to pick with old Duncan the 


outrider. 


“He should have frozen to death,” 
growled Henry Hathaway, a cigar 
chomper just turned 70 and round- 
ing out 38 years as a maker of 
Westerns for which he seems to 
search out Dr. Livingstone-I-pre- 
sume location sites. 

Hathaway and his band had just 
been through a cold war with the 
motel management concerning the 
heating arrangements. 


“Food’s all right,” he conceded, 
‘if you stay with steak and pota- 
toes and the fresh pineapple and 
what they call ‘Swiss-style’ enchi- 
ladas, the kind they think are Mexi- 
can in the States. But Hines must 
have been here in mid-August. Or 
before the boiler broke. And that 
must have been a long time ago. 

“We'd come in after a hard day’s 
work and jump into the shower to 
get the dust off us, and ice water 
would come out. Turn on the heater 
and get the north wind. Go to bed 
and shiver all night. I kept raising 
hell. I didn’t want mass pneumonia 
on my hands. First week, Martin 
sounded like Andy Devine.” 


Dean Martin and Robert Mitchum 
are his lead cowpokes in “5 Card

ses tvearer eee theatre, which he is 
charged with getting on celluloid 
for Hal Wallis and Paramount. 

“The manager kept saying, ‘We 
fixing boiler. Manana will be okay.’ 
But manana and manana and 
manana—and hell! I said, ‘Listen. 
I was here making “The Sons of 
Katie Elder” three years ago—re- 
member? You said: you were fixing 
that thing then, and you still 
haven’t fixed it. Now I’m taking 
over.’ So I went out and got my 
Mexican mechanic.” 


An almost tender look trans- 
formed the steel-blue eyes. “Joaquin 
Hernandez. Remarkable man. And 
what a face! Gray eyes wide apart 
and full of expression, square jaw 
with a little white beard, cheeks 
like seamed leather. It was the 
face first attracted me. I’d found 
him in a little shop here in Durango 
and hired him to do extra work for 
30 pesos a day. 

“Then I’d decided we’d better 
have an old-fashioned steam engine 
in the machine shop on our West- 
ern-street set, and asked Joaquin 
if he could find me one. He did. 
In a junk yard. Found a broken- 
down 1880 Case model they’d torn 
out of a sawmill up there in the 
Sierra Madre. He put it together, 
poured new bearings with type- 
lead he got from the local news- 
paper, and made the damn thing 
run. She burns wood and generates 
25 pounds of pressure. If she gen- 
erated any more she’d blow the 
whole set into the Sierra Madre. 
But she turns saws and lathes just 
like we wanted her to. 


“T asked, ‘How much do I owe 
you?’ He said, ‘My wage—30 pesos 
a day. That is all, senor.’ You know 
how much 30 pesos is? That’s 
$2.40. And he wouldn’t take a 
centavo more. 


“But when I wanted that boiler 
fixed, I gave him 5,000 pesos and 
said, ‘Get whatever you need, but 
fix it.’ He said, ‘I fix, but no, senor 
—no more money. Only 30 pesos a 
day. Enough.’ I said, ‘Look, it’s 
worth it. My actors are frozen 
stiff. That boiler’s not fixed it’ll 
cost me a fortune.’ And 5,000 pesos, 
you know, that’s only $400—cheap. 
But he wouldn’t touch it. 


“Well, he spent a whole Sunday 
inside that boiler. He came out 
looking like a coal heaver. He said, 
‘Bien senor—boiler will be okay,’ 
and he patted me on the shoulder 
like a mother. A mother? I was 
wearing a heavy white coat and 
you can still see the print of his 
hand. But he got that boiler going. 
The heat—the heat came on! 


“T said, ‘Much gracias, Joaquin. 
A bonus,’ and peeled off 500 pesos, 
more than he’d make in two weeks. 
‘Take it, por favor’—that means 
for a favor, please. And I shoved it 
into his hand. But you’d have 
thought I’d stabbed him. ‘No senior. 
What I do with so much money?’ 
It actually worried him. ‘Take 
back.’ He laid it on the table. He 
had his price and that was all he’d 
take—80 pesos.” 

And the tough old stager from 
Hollywood smiled rather sweetly. 
He looked like a man who had 
found the Dr. Livingstone in whom 
he had long ago ceased to believe.

POKER GAME CONTEST—Many people in this country pride themselves on their poker playing, but 


many of them can be stumped on the basic rules of the game. Based on this, you could set up a radio contest 
whereby a local deejay could make a series of calls, asking certain questions concerning poker. For instance; 
If you were in a game of 5 card stud (no cards wild) and you were dealt four aces while one of your opponents 
received a royal flush, who would win the game? (The answer to this would be no one—since it takes an ace 
to make a royal flush, and you having four aces, there would be five aces in the deck of cards.) A series of 
these questions can be picked up in any of the Hoyle books, and it should make an interesting and thought- 
provoking contest. Winners, of course, would receive guest tickets to see 5 CARD STUD. 


GIVEAWAY S$—Onre of the most perfect giveaways that you can hand out on 5 CARD STUD would be poker 
chips.

SYNOPSIS

A stranger (JERRY GATLIN) cheats in a late, late stud game in a Rincon, 
Colorado saloon in 1880. Van Morgan (DEAN MARTIN) is knocked out trying 
to save him; the other five players lynch the cheat. Next day Van knocks 
down Nick Evers (RODDY McDOWALL) for hitting him, kisses Nick’s sister 
Nora (KATHERINE JUSTICE) goodbye, warning her to forget him or she'll 
ay up with hay on her dress but no ring on her finger, and drifts to 

enver. 

Then to Rincon, a gold rush. With it, a Bible in one hand, a gun in the 
other, self-ordained Rev. Rudd (ROBERT MITCHUM), preaching hell-fire, 
and Lily Langford (INGER STEVENS) with her stable of beautiful lady 
“barbers.”” The storekeeper (BOYD MORGAN) is found smothered in his flour 
barrel, a cowpoke (GEORGE ROBOTHAM), strangled on barbed wire, and 
Negro barkeep Little George (YAPHET KOTTO) goes to Denver to warn Van 
someone may be out to kill every man who sat in that stud game with the 
cheat.

And 
outside, the whole town is scared, every man armed. A quarrel sets off 
civil war. Town Marshal Dana JOHN ANDERSON), wounded, is being dragged 
by his horse. Van dashes to his aid, and Rudd, with blazing gun, restores 
peace. Three men lie dead. A fresh bouquet is placed on the cheat’s grave 
by the killer of the stud players. Standing there also is the person who has 
been giving the killer, one by one, the names of the men to be killed. 
Now the fifth name. Next morning No. 5 is found shot to death. And killer 
meets tipster in the cemetery to learn who's next. 
_ The tipster mentions the name, but pulls a gun on the killer and says 
it will be a pleasure to kill No. 6 personally. Fearing to be No. 7, the 
tipster is taking no chances. But the killer whips out a concealed 
derringer and drops the tipster dead. And now the killer has the name he 
came for. But No. 5 died leaving a riddle for the finders of his body. Now 
that riddle has been guessed. Two of the principals confront each other, 
and — showdown gunfight the case of the five card stud game murders 
is closed.
